Dlspntchea Irom tondon paint a picture or 
gloom amons votera and high government 
and party officials alike. The recent sequence 
of Labor party victories in local elections ha.s 
done nothing to dispel the mood. 

The London Economist, one ol sevecal pub- 
'llcatlons "normnliy^sympiithetlc -£d- Ciiurchill 
but now critical, recently aummed up ^the 
fltuatlon: 

This Is an Indecisive government, and In- 
dcclslveness la the only quality that could be 
fatal. , . , When one asks where the biame for 
lack ol decision la to be Tound. the only possi- 
ble anawer Is to point to 10 Downing Street." 
• Perhaps the most unusual thing Is the 
readiness with which so many key Conserva-> 
ttves admit their failure. The, tough Brltt.sh 
economic-dilemma Is really no nearer solu- 
tion than when they toolt office last October. 

Britons today, are debating whether 
Churchltl Is a suitable leader for these times. 
Apparently the personal methods of govcrn-

assurance he brought to Britain's war effort 
eludes him in today's tangle of troubles.

It may bo too early to pronounce a verdict 
upon Churchill, but some among his friend- 
liest critics suggest that by nature he was 
meant for war leadership and no other.

The 1051 Conservative campaign sounded 
prortilJl ng no tea. There were to be a revltn)-- 
Ized capltallsmTWlth ttCW^stress on produc- 
tivity and modernized plants, an easing of 
the austerity, the plague of controls that has 
BTlpped British lite continuously since 1930 
and a clearer, more courageous foreign policy 
Xlavored with the old Churchllllan gusto. 

Tet austerlty^is more firmly fastened 
Britain than ever, and hardly a start has 
been made toward the other goals. 

By his own word It woa Churchill's dream 
to ateer Britain to recovery and a sure pence. 
This achievement he would prize above all. 
But hla country la growing restive at the 
_J»Itlng .|it«iHL_««H_far taken. Probably. the 
Tenerable Conoervative leader does not have 
too many monthi more to demonstrate his 
capacity for adventurous leadership through 
the complexities of semi-war. Voters In this 
»gB do not realde long with men who do not 
act.
